I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District 
for  the  year  1959. 

During  the  year  the  Council  has  continued  steadily  to 
improve  housing  conditions  throughout  the  district.  Thirty  new  units 
of  accommodation,  flats,  houses  or  bungalows  have  been  provided,  and 
a  further  thirty-five  houses  have  been  brought  up  to  modem  standards 
by  means  of  improvement  grants,  either  discretionary  or  standard. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  commenced  on  a  sewage 
disposal  scheme  for  the  villages  of  7/ilberfoss  and  Newton  on  Derwent, 
and  when  this  is  completed,  houses  in  these  parishes  can  be  provided 
with  ipodem  amenities. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year,  and 
the  staff  of  the  Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  co-operation 
and  assistance.

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HATER  SUPPLY 


The  water  obtained,  from  all  sources  i.3  of  good  quality  and  no 
treatment,  other  than  chlorination,  is  necessary. 

During  the  year,  work  on  the  sealing  of  springs  formerly  in  the 
ownership  pf  Pocklington  hater  Company  was  completed  and  improvements 
were  made  to  the  Chlorinator  at  Ousethorpq,  Improvements  to  the 
reservoir  at  Chapel  Hill  continued  and  the  erection  of  a  protection 
fence  was  comp le ted 0 

A 

The  sealing  of  springs  at  Londesborough  which  had  boon  contemplated 
for  sometime  was  carried  out  and  the  work  was  virtually  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year*  An  extension  to  the  system  to  provide  a  piped  water 
supply  at  Kirby  Underdale ,  was  commenced  for  this  community  had  been  fod 
independently  prior  to  its  connection  to  the  general  system. 

The  important  foaturo  during  the  year  was  tho  comparatively  dry 
summer  and  a  severe  strain  was  put  on  tho  system  during  tho  summer  months, 
but  a  constant  supply  was  maintained.  Towards  tho  ond  of  tho  summer,  an 
appeal  to  reason  had  to  be  mado  to  tho  public,  but  no  restrictions  were 
imposed.  The  worst  period  /as  experienced  during  the  last  two  weeks 

of  the'  year,  as  antic ipa tod,  and  temporary  supplies  had  to  be  obtained 
from  the  neighbouring  districts  of  Dorwent  and  Flaxton  to  maintain  a  supply 
in  the  'north  western  part  of  the  District,  ‘whore  tho  effect  of  tho  drought 
was  most  acutely  felt.  A  t  tho  outset  a  boost  was  required  from 

Derwent  Rural  District  Council,  but  this  supply  was  terminated  aftor 
fourteen  days  and  during  the  last  few  days  '  of  the  year,  the  amount  of.  water 
being  brought  into  the  District  from  Flaxton  was  approximately- 20, 000 
gallons  per  day.  Despite  the  fall  off  in  the  yie.ld  of  the  Springs,  tho 
supplies  to  the  public  were  wo  11  maintained  and  the  Council’s  obligation 
to  tho  neighbouring  Authorities  of  Howden  and  Beverley  was  fully  met. 

Arising  out  of  the  experiences  of  the  drought,  immediate  steps 
were  taken  to  instal  a  link  main  at  Cliffo  Lane,  Market  Heighten  to  extend 
the  iimits  of  the  Market  Heighten  distribution  to  feed  Sancton  and  Cliffo 
and  so  relieve  the  demand  on  the  Howbald  source  in  tho  control  of  Howden 
Rural  District  Council.  Instructions  were  also  given  to  instal  .a  main 

from  the  Londesborough  Springs  to  augment  tho  available  supply  from  the 
War  ter  source  to  the  Market  .eighton  area  and  Howden  Rural  District  Council. 

I  feel  'that  it  should  be  recorded  that  Mr.  C.  S.  Borriman,  who  was 
appointed  to  the  post  of  Water  Inspector  at  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  in 
1936,  was  taken  ill  during  October  and  spent  two  weeks  in  hospital.  it 
was  the  first  occasion  ho  had  missed  reporting  for  duty  on  any  day  during 
his  service  of  nearly  Twenty-Four  years,,

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

Early  in  tho  year  notification  was  received  that  tho  Pest  Control 
Division  cf  the  'Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  at  County  level  was 
being  wound  up  and  that  an  alternative  scheme  would  havo  to  bo  found  to 
treat  infestations  on  agricultural  properties-,  The  Council  considered  tho 
sotting  up  of  an  organisation  to  moot  iccal  requirements,  but  the  fact  that 
sovoral  Ministry  operatives  wore  sotting  up  private  business  on  termination 
of  their  omploymont,  influenced  tho  Council  to  .  sook  tho  ir  assistance. 

A  scheme  ’was  evolved  whereby  tho  operatives  made  their  own  contracts  and  tho 
Courcil  agreed  to  pay  2/-  for  each  certificate  submitted  in  respect  of 
inspections  and  treatments  to  premises  within  the  Rural  District.  The 
scheme  got  well  under  way  and  at  the  end  of  tho  yoar  there  was  every 
indication  that  it  would  bo  a  success.
